an army air fo rce o f 6,000 p lanes 
p ro d u ced an au tho ritativ e hint 
to d ay tha t the ad m inistratio n 
fav o red remo v ing all legislativ e 
limits o n the co rp s* size. 
Chairm an May (D-Ky .) o f the 
ho u se m ilitary co mmittee said 
he wo u ld p ro p o se the new lim it 
nex t week, in resp o nse to Presi­ 
d ent Ro o sev elt’s reco mmend atio n 
that the army air fo rces be ex ­ 
p and ed as so o n as p o ssible by a t 
least 3,000 aircraft. 
Reliable ad m inistratio n so u rces 
rep o rted , 
ho wev er, 
tha t arm y 
sp o kesmen wo u ld ask co ngress 
instead to “make the sky the 
limit,” so far as au tho rizatio ns 
are co ncerned . 
Co ngressio nal 
au tho rizatio ns 
are d istinct fro m actu al ap p ro ­ 
p riatio ns. Often the legislato rs 
au tho rize a p ro gram ex tend ing 
o v er sev eral y ears, then p ass a n­ 
nu ally u p o n the am o u nt o f m o n­ 
ey to be sp ent carry ing it o u t. 
If an u nlimited ex p ansio n o f the 
air co rp s were au tho rized no w, 
this wo u ld red u ce the am o u nt o f 
co ngressio nal actio n req u ired to 
increase the fo rce greatly in an 
emergency .

Arthur (Do c) Barker was dead 
fro m federal bullets to day — the 
v ictim o f a futile break fro m the 
United States penitentiary o n 
Alcatraz island. 
The 4 0-y ear-o ld so n o f the late 
“ Ma” Barker, who with o ne o f 
“ Do c’s bro thers was killed in a 
Flo rida battle with go v ernment 
men, died in the Alcatraz priso n 
ho spital last night. 
The leader o f the Barker- 
Karpis gang, o nce rated as pub­ 
lic enemy No . I, was the mo st 
no to rio us o f fiv e co nv icts who 
attempted to escape the island 
penitentiary early y esterdo y . 
A seco nd was repo rted near 
death as Federal Priso n Directo r 
James V. Bennett flew to ward 
San Francisco to take o v er the 
inv estigatio n into the fo urth es­ 
cape attempt at Alcatraz, the 
third kno wn to hav e taken a 
co nv ict’s life. 
Dale Stamphill, 27 , Oklaho ma 
kidnaper, sho t with Barker by 
guards when they resisted re­ 
capture o n the island beach, was 
in critical co nditio n In the pris­ 
o n ho spital — an artery sev ered 
by a guard’s bullet. 


Washingto n, Jan. 14 (JP) —* 
Demo cratic insurgency against 
the administratio n’s relief pro ­ 
gram spread to the senate to day 
after the rebellio us ho use had 
lo pped $150,000,000 fro m the ap­ 
pro priatio n asked by President 
Ro o sev elt to finance WPA fo r the 
nex t fiv e mo nths. 
Leaders o f the senate’s eco n­ 
o my blo c predicted that the 
$7 25,000,000 fund v o ted by the 
ho use wo uld win senate appro v al, 
pro bably late nex t week, despite 
the President’s request fo r $87 5,- 
000,000. 
The ho use passed the relief bill 
last night, 397 to 16 , after an in­ 
fo rmal co alitio n o f Republicans 
and many Demo crats had re­ 
duced its amo unt and inco rpo r­ 
ated pro hibitio ns against po lit­ 
ical activ ities in the WPA. 
This first majo r legislativ e ac­ 
tio n in the new co ngress was in­ 
terpreted widely as ev idence that 
the electio n-strengthened Re­ 
publicans, wo rking with a sub­ 
stantial blo c o f Demo crats, might 
curtail o ther phases o f the Pres- 
dent’s spending pro gram. Lead­ 
ers awaited signs o f the co un­ 
try ’s' reactio n, ho wev er, befo re 
v enturing definite predictio ns. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt had adv o cated 
bhat the appro priatio n be made 
witho ut strings and that co n­ 
gress take further time in which 
to wo rk o ut legislatio n against 
po litics in relief.

o f friendly eco no mic dealings. No o ne wo uld feel 
safe in inv esting his mo ney abro ad, and, in the 
case o f natio ns lacking the capital to dev elo p 
their o wn reso urces, the all-aro und tendency 
wo uld be o ne o f retro gressio n and stagnatio n. 
Mex ico and the So uth American co untries 
sho uld realize that capital fro m the United States 
has been a po tent facto r in the pro gress and ad­ 
v ancement o t the Western Hemisphere. And, with 
respect to the future, th at capital must be reas­ 
o nably safeguarded unless it is to be who lly with­ 
drawn to the detriment o f the selfishly assertiv e 
natio ns. 
It is no t a case o f Yankee imperialism; it is 
simply a case o f fair and eq uitable business re­ 
latio nships. Priv ate enterprise canno t succeed in 
either the do mestic o r the fo reign field so lo ng 
as it is hamstrung with unreaso nable and unjust 
encro achments by public autho rity o f whatev er 
ty pe.

CHEER UP! 
Eighty is no time fo r pessimism. That Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, a co nfirmed o ptimist, is 
depressed by the ev ents o f the Euro pean and 
Asiatic scenes is natural eno ugh in a pacifist o r 
any bo dy else. 
But she was lo ng habituated to o v ercast skies 
in the dark day s befo re wo man suffrage became 
a co nstitutio nal fact in the United States. Nev er 
do ubting, she liv ed to see the day when her sex , 


as such, attained eq ual fights with enfranchised 
slav es. Why is she no t entitled to ho pe th at the 
ruthlessness o f new go v ernmental ideo lo gies — 
the blessed thing abo ut them is th at they canno t 
to day be discerned as co ntinuing dy nasties-— 
will co me to a futile and repudiated end?

fo r special causes. 
The writings suggest ano ther 
thing—the harmo ny o f the v iews 
o f Frankfurter and th at o f the 
three justices, Ho lmes, Cardo zo 
and Brandeis, who se traditio n1 
the new appo intee is ex pected to 
carry o n. 
And what is the Ho lmss-Bran- 
deis-Cardo zo traditio n? 
It can be defined as the co urse 
pursued by the majo rity o f the 
co urt since its histo ric rev ersal o f 
its co urse in 1937. But it includes 
at least o ne o ther thing. It in­ 
cudes a sustained o ppo sitio n to 
the co urse o f the co urt under 
which the “due pro cess” and “lib­ 
erty o f co ntract” clauses in the 
co nstitutio n hav e been so inter­ 
preted as to shelter pro perty and 
co ntract rights far bey o nd inten­ 
tio ns o f the co nstitutio n as seen 
by the three justices. 


Sho ws No te Of Leniency 
He frankly reco gnizes 
that 
Co ngress must practice befo re it 
can fiddle, a no te o f go o d-na­ 
tured leniency which may co m­ 
fo rt many a tro ubled legislato r. 
“Fallible wisdo m pro duces fal­ 
lible legislatio n. To deny go v ­ 
ernment the right to act ex cept 
with o mniscience and prescience 
is to deny it the right to act at 
all.” 
In his writings o n Ho lmes, 
Brandeis and Cardo zo it is no ta­ 
ble that he finds and co mmends 
o ne characteristic o utstanding 
in all. It harks back to the bitter 
assertio n o f Justice Sto ne two 
y ears ago th at sev eral “co nser­ 
v ativ e” members o f the co urt 
were v o ting their “perso nal eco ­ 
no mic predilectio ns” in thro wing 
o ut New Deal laws instead o f de- 
i aiding witho ut bias whether they 
were co nstitutio nal. 
Nev er, say s Fraknfurter, were 
Ho lmes, Brandeis o r Cardo zo 
guilty o f that. Each, say s Frank­ 
furter, was ready to “sustain as a 
judge” pieces o f legislatio n who se 
wisdo m he do ubted l?ut who se 
co nstitutio nality he reco gnized. 
Of Ho lmes, he wro te recently : 
“His skepticism and ev en ho s­ 
tility , as a m atter o f priv ate 
judgment, 
to ward 
legislatio n 
which he was ready to sustain as 
a judge o nly serv e to add cubits 
to his judicial stature. Fo r he 
thereby 
transcended 
perso nal 
predilectio ns and priv ate no tio ns 
o f so cial po licy , and became tru­ 
ly the imperso nal v o ice o f the 
co nstitutio n.”

Dean of farm leaders, the Col­ 
u mbu s, Ohio, m an laid down his 
p rogram for the new y ear in an 
interv iew in Indianap olis on the 
day he began his six teenth y ear 
as head of the Grange. He was 
in the state cap ital for a con­ 
ference 
of 
Indiana 
district 
Grange leaders. 
The Grange, claiming a mem­ 
bership of nearly 1,000,000 men, 
women and y ou ng p ersons in 42 
states and Alask a and Canada, 
had a good y ear in 19 38 and ex ­ 
p ects this one to be better, Ta­ 
ber said. He p redicted IOO new 
Granges and 10,000 new mem­ 
bers in the corn belt. 
“The farm er is think ing in 
term s of self help and commu ni­

betterm ent,”

He su ggests two way s to help 
to do this: 
(1) Req u ire 
th a t 
recip rocal 
trade treaties be ratified by the 
Senate before tak ing effect — to 
giv e the farm er a chance to be 
heard on them. 
(2) Dev elop new m ark ets and 
new u ses for farm p rodu cts, and 
new k inds of crop s. 
The G range’s ex ecu tiv e com­ 
m ittee is to m eet in W ashington 
this m onth to p rop ose changes 
in the farm law. 


“ All amendments,” Taber de­ 
clared, “ must be fo r the purpo se 
o f increasing farmer and state 
co ntro l (md reducing co ntro l and 
autho rity fro m Washing to n.” 
“ As a result o f wise leg isla­ 
tio n, administratio n and o rg an­ 
izatio n,” he went o n, “ I believ e 
it’s safe to predict that farm 
prices will be so mewhat hig her 
in *39 than in ’38. 
“ Intense natio nalism thro ug h­ 
o ut much o f the wo rld has ad­ 
v ersely effected marketing the 
past y ear. This may co ntinue, 
but if s apparent that unset­ 
tled co nditio ns and war prep­ 
aratio ns as well as_ the sho rt 
g rain cro ps abro ad will make 
the ex po rt trade in 1 9 39 better 
than in so me fo rmer y ears.” 
Taber ex pressed belief farm 
supplies wo uld co st no mo re and 
farm machinery wo uld be less 
this y ear. One manufacturer o f 
machinery , he said, already has 
anno unced price cuts. 
“Tax es are one of the biggest 
costs 
in 
agricu ltu re,” 
Taber 
said. “I t’s time to stop their sk y ­ 
rock eting by stop p ing reck less 
going in debt.” 
Taber p redicted interest rates 
on loans to farm ers wou ld be no 
higher and m ight be lower. 
“Nineteen 
thirty -nine 
and 
and the y ears ahead shou ld see 
more farm ers owning the land 
they till,” he declared. “Any leg­ 
islativ e p rogram th a t does not 
help the op erator of the family ­ 
sized farm will do more harm 
than good.” 
To solv e the tenancy p roblem, 
he u rged, NOT gov ernment aid, 
bu t “better p rices, fair interest 
rates, 
fair 
tax ation 
and 
in­ 
creased organization.” 
For the farm ers a t home, he 
saw a need for bringing back 
“the old commu nity sp irit of 
self help ” throu gh organization. 
“Ifs time to p u t more fu n in 
farm ing and to enjoy the food 
and the op p ortu nities of the 
op en cou ntry ,” he said. “The tel­ 
ep hone, au tomobile and radio 
hav e changed the methods of 
commu nity life. They hav e NOT 
destroy ed the need for friend­ 
ship s, sy mp athy , and fraternal 
interests.” 
Taber said the farm er’s first 


pro blem is to g et a better in­ 
co me.

“ Fo r mo re than a decade, rural 
peo ple, 
who 
co nstitute 
mo re 
than a fifth o f its wealth, hav e 
barely receiv ed o ne-tenth o f the 
natio nal inco me,” he declared. 
“ We hav e been belo w the 1 9 1 4 
] lev el in price parity but ev ery ­ 
bo dy else has been abo v e.” 
j 
But he saw ho pe fo r impro v e­ 
ment. 
“ A little equalizatio n is sure 
to co me to ag riculture, and in 
the end bo th labo r and capital 
will benefit,” he said. 
Tabo r po inted o ut men o n re­ 
lief are po o r custo mers fo r farm 
pro ducts, while tho se wo rking 
in 
priv ate 
industry 
at 
g o o d 
wag es are the best custo mers. 
“ The best way to bring farm 
reco v ery is to cure unemplo y ­ 
ment,” the Grang e leader co n­ 
cluded, “ and the surest way to 
bring g eneral reco v ery is fo r ag ­ 
riculture, labo r and business to 
quit distrusting each o ther and 
try understanding and team­ 
wo rk as a cure fo r o ur ills.”

The list empha sizes how often 
the President’s la test su p reme 
court a ppointee ha s written on 
the Supreme Court a nd the con­ 
stitution a s well a s how repea ted­ 
ly he ha s thrown a side his p ro ­ 
fessoria l cloa k to ba ttle in co u rt 
for specia l ca uses. 
The writings suggest an o th er 
thing—the ha rmony o f th e v iews 
of Fra nkfurter a nd th at o f th e 
three justices, Holmes, Card o zo 
a nd Bra ndeis, wh o se trad itio n 
the new a ppointee is ex p ected to 
j Ho lmes, 
ca rry on. 
And wha t is the Ho lmss-Bran - 
deis-Ca rdozo tra dition? 
It ca n b e defined as the co u rse 
pursued by the ma jority of the 
court since its historic rev ersal of 
its course in 1937. But it includes 
a t lea st one other thing. It in­ 
cudes a susta ined opposition to 
the course of the court under 
Which the “ due process” a nd “ lib­ 
erty of contra ct” cla uses in the 
constitution ha v e been so inter­ 
preted a s to shelter property a nd 
contra ct rights fa r bey ond inten­ 
tions of the constitution a s seen 
by the three justices. 


Shows Note Of Leniency 
He fra nkly recognizes 
tha t 
Congress must pra ctice before it 
ca n fiddle, a note of good-na ­ 
tured leniency which ma y com­ 
fort ma ny a troubled legisla tor. 
“ Fa llible wisdom produces fa l­ 
lible legisla tion. To deny gov ­ 
ernment the right to a ct ex cept 
with omniscience a nd prescience 
is to deny it the right to a ct a t 
a ll.” 
In his writings on Holmes, 
Bra ndeis a nd Ca rdozo it is nota ­ 
ble tha t he finds a nd commends 
one cha ra cteristic outsta nding 
in a ll.
